It was the late Sam Butz, then 
sports editor of the Jacksonville 
Times-Union back in the thirties 
who wrote: “The value of the 
Orange Bowl Festival cannot be 
told in 25 words, or in 25,000 
words. What the Orange Bowl can 
mean to Florida is beyond compre- 
hension.”” 


Sam’s forecast of long ago made 
Socrates look like a bumble brain, 
albeit he neyer even scratched the 
surface. 


Way back then, a farsighted 
group of Miamians met to devise 
ways to lure more tourist green and 
bring more national publicity to the 
area, That was the start. 


At that meeting of yesteryear 
were the original Orange Bowl 
Committee members — Charles F.

Guyton, I’, E. Kitchens, Robert

But not in the case of the 


Orange Bowl Regatta, the - 


world’s biggest race-boat show 
which annually thrills specta- 
tors with the best in power- 
boat competition. 


The Orange Bowl Regatta 
this season will open with 
“something new,” the “250” 
Speed classic, a 250 mile mar- 
athon patterned after the In- 
dianapolis 500. A product of 
two years of planning, the 
“250” Speed Classic will fea- 
ture 40 of the world’s fastest 
inboard runabouts racing the 
Miami Marine Stadium “long” 
course, the big two and a half 
mile oval off Rickenbacker 
Causeway. 


The January 2 start is set 
for 11:00 A.M. with $7,000 to 
be awarded in cash prizes. 
Race-wise lap prizes of $50 to 
the leader of each of the 100 
laps, the “250” Speed Classic 


will be the wildest, pure-speed, 
boat race ever staged. 


The field of 40 invited driv- 
ers represents probably the 
best aggregation of racing tal- 
ent ever assembled for one 
race. Several champions from 
American Power Boat Associa- 
tion hydroplane classes are 
represented and the list of 
names includes a driver or two 
from the “other world” of off- 
shore powerboating. 


The action-packed Orange 
Bowl Regatta program also in- 
cludes the annual Nine Hour 
Endurance Race, January 8 
and two days of Closed Course 
racing on the mile and two- 
thirds course, January 15 and 
16th. In the latter, seven class- 
es of inboard racing hydro- 
planes will compete along with 
the E & F service runabouts 
and ski racing runabouts. 


In the Nine Hour, all manner 
of equipment will be on hand, 
service boats, maybe a hydro 
or two, many skiboats and out- 
boards in a variety of classes 
and forms. Defending cham- 
pion, Lou Brummett of Pasa- 
dena, California, is expected to 
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head up the pack with his 
“Miss Mandella”. 


For the Closed Course events, 
this year’s Grand Prix, the top 
event for limited hydros, prom- 
ises to be the biggest yet. De- 
fending champion, Bill Sterett 
of Owensboro, Kentucky, will 
be back with the 7 litre hydro 
he has driven to the title for 


the past two years using a sup- — 


ercharged Chrysler engine that 
heportedly puts out over 600 
hp. 


Sterrett is the 7 litre nation- 
al champion and owns the 
world competition record of 
93.072 mph. 


A field of more than 25 of 
the fastest boats in the limited 
hydroplane classes are expect- 
ed for the Grand Prix this 
year, including the world 
straightaway record holder for 
7 litres, Aubert Brillant. The 
Canadian millionaire set a new 
mark for the class last July on 
a Canadian lake of 153 plus 
miles an hour, and his gigantic 
boat, Canadian Grand Prix, is 
expected to provide consider- 
‘able competition for Sterett in 
this year’s event. 


While the spotlight shines 
brightly on the Grand Prix, the 
other six classes of inboard hy- 
dros are just as illustrious. A 
field of nearly 150 of the na- 
tion’s top equipment will be on 
hand to race hydros in 48 eu- 
bie inch, 91 cubic inch, 150 
cubic inch, 225 cubic inch, 266 
cubie inch and 280 cubie inch 
sizes. The entries are liberally 
sprinkled with national cham- 
pions, world record holders on 
straightaway and closed course 
and defending champs ih the 
Orange Bowl Regatta.

Football fans who saw the game 
in person and millions of television 
watchers, hailed the Texas-Bama 
game as one of the greatest ever 
played in any bowl. 

Alabama started the 1965 season 
by providing another terrific TV 
football spectacle in losing to Geor- 
gia, 18-17. It was a spectacular and 
controversial pass-and-lateral _ play 
in the last two minutes which gave 
Georgia a 73-yard scoring jaunt by 
Bob Taylor. 

More mellow than in his earlier 
coaching days, Bryant has stead- 
fastly refrained from commenting 
on the loss, Bryant has changed in 
many ways and although his moods 
are lighter, the fierce desire to win 
still exists. *

Down through the years writers 
and others have thought up a lot 
of “Bear” stories about Bryant. 
Now some say that Bryant thinks 
up “bear” stories too. : 

John Underwood expressed _ this 
opinion in a Sports Illustrated ar- 
ticle about the Auburn game, last 
of the season, which Alabama won, 
30-3, to make the Orange Bowl 
»cople happier. 

: Bryant Re that one night after 
the Georgia game, he dropped his 


car keys in a campus parking lot 
and was down on all fours trying 
to find them when he heard two 
co-eds passing comments on_ his 
posture. 

One of them (Bryant's words 
again) said, “Look at that. He 
loses one lousy game and_ right 
away he turns into an idiot.” 

Actually what Bryant turned into 
was a more demanding coach and 
his Crimson Tide surged to four 
straight victories before having to 
settle for a 7-7 tie with Tennessee. 
Once again the clock ran out on 
the Tide which had three costly 
fumbles in the second half after 
tying the score in the second 
quarter. 


Steve Sloan Lunges Across 
L.S.U. Defensive Effort 


Bryant had announced that he 
did not have enough good football 
players to two-platoon, so he was 
going to drop that system. 

Later, I mentioned this to Ralph 
(Shug) Jordan, Auburn coach, and 
Shug said, “That isn’t what my 
scouts tell me. They say Bryant is 
still two-platooning and winning.” 

When the season ended, Bryant 
commented, “We're as good as any- 
body” — a declaration which was 
reassuring to the Orange Bowl 
sponsors who want another rip rear- 
ing New Year's night game al- 
though they hardly hope to have 
the past one eclipsed. 

Bryant isn’t too free with superla- 
tives in discussing his football play- 
ers, so his comments about quar- 
terback Steve Sloan and center 
Paul Crane. 
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“Sloan is the most accurate pass- 
er in the nation,” says Bryant. 
Steve ranked only 26th in the na- 
tion, but his passing was largely 
responsible for Alabama winding 
up with an 8-1-1 record. Sloan com- 
pleted 97 of 160 passes for eleven 
touchdowns — nine of them 
in the last five games. This explains 
why Bryant says that his team will 
do a lot of throwing tonight. 

Concerning Crane, 6-2, 188- 
pounder, Bryant declared,” Paul is 
the best offensive center I have 
ever had in- 21 years as a head 
coach. And I’ve had some good 
ones.” 

Crane is so valuable that Bryant 
uses him both on offense and as a 
linebacker. He fills the latter role 
particularly when the going looks 
tough for Bama. 

When C. Jackson Baldwin, Or 
ange Bowl game selection chairman, 
first starte scouting the Tide, he 
reported this was the smallest Ala- 
bama team he’d even seen. But 
Jack noted that the Crimson Tide 
was quick and mobile. 

Statistics show that it was one 
of the finest offensive teams in 
Crimson Tide football history, evi- 
denced by 13 team and individual 
records being broken. 

Along with Sloan, fullback Steve 
Bowman has been a standout on 
offense,, leading the * Southeastern 
conference in rushing with 770 net 
yards on 153 tries. Bowman’s gains 
were mainly over a route cleared by 
Cecil Dowdy, one of the greatest 
blockers. ~

aware that under Bryant and his 
coaching predecessors the school 
has gone first class in football, 

This is particularly true under 
Bryant, best described by the title, 
“Winning Isn't Everything — but 
it beats anything that comes in 
second”, used by Benny Marshall 
for his book on Bryant. |

Barnes made all the All-Amer- 
ican teams that count and the 
two sparkling ends, Freeman 
White and Tony Jeter, were 
listed on top ones, too... Lar- 
ry Wacholtz, the safety man, 
also got considerable attention .« 
from national honor team 
pickers. 


These, with Laverne Allers, 
guard; Dennis Carlson, tackle; 
Fullback Frank Solich and 
Linebacker Mike Kennedy, 
were Big Eight all-star team 
members last fall. 

But the real strength of De- 
vaney’s Nebraska teams springs 
from the depth of his squads, 
the two-deep or more at every 
position; this depth is the de- 
spair of the enemy, week after 
week, year after year.

30 Nations Represented

Inaugurated in 1948, the Or- 
ange Bowl Junior Champion- 
ships this year will draw an 
entry list of 18-and-under net 
stars from at least 30 coun- 
tries. Competition will be in 
boys and girls 18-and-under, 
16-and-under and 14-and-under 
divisions with the boys-18 
draw of 104 players attracting 
by far the most interest. 


The winner of this division 
in the past has come from as 
far away as Australia and the 
present champion, who will be 
back to defend this year, is 
Marcelo Lara of Mexico. 


Blocking Lara’s chances of 
repeating will be such netters 
as the United States junior 
champ, Bob Lutz of Los An- 
geles; Bill Harris of West 
Palm Beach, the Florida No-1 
junior; Garry Penberthy and 
Ian Fletcher of Australia; Pat 
Cramer of Johannesburg, 
South Africa; Marco Gilardelli 
of Italy and Jairo Velasco, 


South American star from Co- 
lombia. 


This list of course is but par- 
tially complete. Junior tennis 
has a habit of producing up- 
sets. Predictions are made even 
more difficult by the fact 
many of the young players 
coming here have never before 
competed against opponents 
from other than their own con- 
tinents. 


. How, for example, does one 
rate the Japanese who have 
never played away from Jap- 
an,-or the Indians who have 
never competed out of India? 


Other factors that will give 
Dale Lewis, tournament direc- 
tor, trouble in his seedings will 
be the acclimatization difficul- 
ties some will experience, and 
the differences in surfaces of 
the Flamingo park courts to 
boys accustomed to playing on 
‘wood, grass or cement. 


The clay-composition at Fla- 
mingo is much slower than the 
other surfaces and thwarts 
even the best adults until they 
become accustomed to the 
change. 


Of one thing spectators can 
be sure: if they watch the play 
in the Orange Bowl Juniors 
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they can say of some of the 
brightest stars in Davis Cup, 
Wimbledon and Forest Hills 
circles — “I saw him when.” 
For the youngsters here will in- 
clude many of the best pros- 
pects for such net classics in 
the next two to four years. 


This even is true of the girls. 
For example, Maria Bueno’s 
first international tourney was 
the Orange Bowl. A few years 
later she was Wimbledon 
queen. 


Top U. S. players in the 
younger divisions also will be 
on hand. Little Peaches Bartko- 
wicz of Hamtramck, Mich., 
titleholder in both the girls-18 
and girls-16 brackets will be in 
action here again. Zan Guerry 
of Chattanooga, boys-16 cham- 
pion, is entered as is Dickie 
Stockton, Garden City, N. Y., 
boys-14 champ. 


Admission to the Orange 
Bowl tournament is free, Visi- 
tors will find seating in bleach- 
ers along three courts, where 
every effort will be made to 
schedule what should be the 
best matches of the day.

Golf Course links to capture 
the title. Coming up fast, but 
running out of holes to play 
was runnerup Hal Hutchinson, 
Deerfield Beach, with a 76- 
69—145. The 69 was a tourna- 
ment record. 

Spears turned 18 on New 
Year's Day, two days after the 
inaugural, and became ineligi- 
ble to defend his title. The win 
was highly profitable for the 
youngster however, as he was 
offered a golf scholarship to 
the- University -of Florida fol- 
lowing his victory here, and he 
quickly accepted. 

The tournament, that was 
national in ’64, became inter- 
national in ’65 as more than 
160 of the world’s best swarm- 
ed onto Biltmore for the com- 
petition. 

The amazingly fine field in- 
cluded six youngsters from 
abroad and others from 26 
states plus Washington, D.C. 
No less than nine were scratch 
(even par players). Entries 
had to be cut off more than 
eight weeks before the tourna- 
ment dates as the field filled to 
overflowing. 

The event marked the U.S. 
debut of South Africa’s Bobby 
Cole—the heralded Gary Play- 
er protege who breaks par 
when he’s not averaging it. He 
recently captured the South 
African amateur title with a 
five-under-68 and plans to use 
the Junior’ Orange Bow] event 
as a springboard to major 
American and European ama- 
teur tournaments, 

Also participating were Aus- 
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tralia’s Marcel Fastier — from 
Miami, on the east coast of the 
“Down Under” continent; Can- 
ada’s David Windsor; Trini- 
dad’s Stephen Marshall and 
Jamaica’s Allan Sturdy and 
Hugh Urquhart. Little Wind- 
sor, only 10 years of age, was 
determined to play and came 
all the way from Capetown, 
Ontario by himself. 


Windsor wasn’t the youngest 
participant. That honor went 
to eight-year-old Brian Every, 
of Ormond Beach, Fla. Brian 
joined his two “veteran” broth- 
ers—Kelly, nine, and Scott, 12, 
in the competition: These boys 
weren’t competing with the 
older ones as action was held 
in four diyvisions—11 and un- 
der; 12-13; 14-15 and 16-17. 
The tournament consisted of 
36 holes, medal play, for all 
but the youngest group which 
played 18. In addition to the 
Gary Player Cup, which went 
to the overall champion, tro- 
phies went to the winners, run- 
nersup and third place finisher 
in each division.

There’s enough athletic variety to 
please all. 


The Orange Bowl Festival, how- 
ever, is the highlight of the year's 
activities. It not only means the, 
best in entertainment during the 
holiday season but also sells Miami 
to the world. 


It is estimated that 200 million 
people throughout the world have 
heard of the Festival. This has been 
achieved through a cumulative pro- 
cess over the years via the media of 
newspapers, television, magazines, 
radio and newsreel. It is not incon- 
ceivable, in this age, that perhaps 
the message will be carriéd to the 
moon. 


OF this multi-million total, ap- 
proximately a half million are on 
the Miami scene during the Festi- 
val period. Some 40 million people 
saw last year’s Classic, held at night 
for the first time, on national tele- 
vision in color.
